Canada's Defence 
Programme 


Canada’s three-year, five blilion 
dollar defence program 1s moving a- 
head on schedule and expected to 
reach its goal by June, 1954. 

This program was launched by De- 
fence Minister Brooke Claxton in 1961 
when the outbreak of the Korean war 
made it clear that Communist imper- 
dalism constituted a threat to the 
liberty and security of the free coun- 
tries of the world. 

The program was drawn up in co- 
operation ‘with the other countries of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organiz- 
ation. It represented what Canada 
wndertook to do as a member of a 
great team of nations to put itself in 
a position to fight and to help others 
fight for freedom. ~ 

Now with two of the three years 
allotted tathe program gone the 
conutry has the largest peacetime 
military establishment in its history 
and many fully equipped Canadian 
fighting men are on duty at the fron- 
tiers of freedom_in Europe and tha 
Far East. 

In these first two years, Canada 
has spent on equipment and construc- 
tion alone more tian the Canadian 
National ‘Railways—the world’s larg- 
eat railway—spent for similar items 
since incorporation in 1923, Tha 
shows the size of the job that has 
to be done, and done with a minimum 
of loss and-no scandal. - 

Enrolment in the three armed 
forces has increased 120 percent,, 
leaping from 47,000 in 1950 to 104,000 
dn 1953. More than 23,000 Canadians 
have seen fighting service in Korea 
and another 15,000 have been with 
‘Canada’s NATO forces in Europe. 

By mid-1954, Canada will have 
porduced or. purchased some 2,000 
aircraft for. the R.C.A.F. and for the 
air forces of its allies. Another 1,000 
planes will be added in the third 
year, most of them produced in Can- 
adian factories. 

Indications are that the program, 
originally planned to cost five billion 
dolldrs, will run to about $5.6 billion, 
and that minimum-upkeep costs of 
the armed forces created under the 
plan will cost the nation at least 
$900,000,000 a year (compared to this 
year’s defence budget of about $2 
billions. 

What are the chances of a level- 
Jing-off in these expenditures? 

Here’s what Mr. Claxton told the 
Commons on this point, 

“Our hope,” he said, “is that it may 
be possible to moderate what we are 
doing, But to-ctange it funda- 
mentally would be a serious indica- 
tion of weakness. The fact is that 
the Russians have shown a change 
\of attitude and something which 
has contributed to that change) 
has been the attitude shown in Kored 
end the building up of our strength! 
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been our objective, and the fact that 
we have had three years without 9 
major war has indicated that the 
policy has been right.” 

Like other western allies, Canada 
will have to extend the three-year de- 
fence program beyond next year. 
But by mid-1964, the program will 
have reached its initial goal of pro- 
viding the nation with the basic ii- 
gredients: a sound administrative 
core for longer wartime forces; gen- 
erous contributions of men and sup- 
plies to UN and NATO forces and 
stockpiles of supplies. 

‘The government hopes that by the 
end of ti-e current program, defence 
expenditures will level] off at some- 
thing less than the current rate, 
Equipment outlays will be stretched 
out to keep factoires geared to de- 
fence production and much of the ma- 
jor construction work will have been 
completed.

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Report Gives Wind Erosion 
As Major Agricultural Problem 


REGINA.—Of 50 land use surveys taken in’ Saskatchewan 
**gince 1948, 35 of the municipalities involved reported wind ero- 
sion as a major agricultural problem, In an east central munici- 
pality, 21 per cent. of the farmers had wind erosion problems, 
and in the southwest this increased to 31 per cent. 


The Director of the provincial agri- 
culture department's plant industry 
branch, R. BE. McKenzie, said moder- 
ate to severe soil drifting has occur- 
red almost every year in some areas 
of Saskatchewan. He urged farmers 
to conduct their field operations in 
such a manner as to control wind 
erosion, 

Mr. McKenzie stated that with ex- 
tended cultivated acreage and an ap- 
parent reversion to large open fields 
of summerfallow, on® dry, windy 
year could result in the erosion of 
thousands of acres, 

Each of the various methods of 
control, the Director added, has a 
definite-and distinct value in the 
over-all program. These methods in- 
clude ploughless fallow with trash 
cover, strip farming or a modification 
of strip farming, cultivating to pro- 
duce a cloddy soil condition, plough- 
ing or listing in more serious cases, 
and permanently regrassing areas of 
severe drifting. The planting of field 
shelterbelts is a long-term method of 
control which normally shows good 
results within five’ years. 

Advocated as the best practice is 
the use of ploughless fallow with 
trash cover, After combining high, 
the stubble is worked so that-it is 
anchored in the top two or three 
inches of soil, Under no circum- 
stances should the stubble be burned 
off, bat left to protect the soil. If 
the stubble is burned weed and soil 
drifting control is made more diffi- 
cult, On bare land, the number of 
cultivations needed for weed control 
will pulvérize the soil and start 
drifting. If the stubble is left and 
worked in, the soil can safely be 
cultivated more often. 

On trash cover fallow only those 
operations needed for weed control 
should be carried out. Duck-foot, or 
blade cultivators cause minimum 
pulverization and leave the trash on 
the surface. Such implements can 
be operated at up to five-miles an 
hour, while the use of disc imple- 
ments at more than two or three 

_ miles an hour results in much greater 
pulverization and drifting. It is also 
adviseable not to work summerfal- 
low too late in the fall. Weeds ap- 
pearing after the last cultivation will 
be frozen before reaching maturity

dry spring. : 

Wide stretches of bare fallow allow 
wind erosion to build up rapidly. 
When short crops or a thin stand 
leave too little stubble to provide a 
good mulch, other control methods 
must be adopted, Strip farming may 
be used in conjunction with available 
trash cover on the fallow strips. 
Strip cropping decreases the velocity 
of the surface wind, reduces loss of 
moisture, breaks up convectional air 
currents which lift soil particles into 
the wind, and breaks up large fallow 
fields, The strips are planted as 
nearly as possible to 90 degrees to 
the prevailing wind, and range in 
width from 5 to 40 rods depending 
on moisture conditions, susceptibility 
of the soil type to drifting, and the 
amount of trash cover present, 

When trash cover is absent, the 
fallow must be so worked that it is 
left in cloddy condition. Deeper 
cultivation, including ploughing, may 
be necessary to bring clods to the 
surface. This soil condition can also 
be achieved by packing about two 
days after a heavy rain, and cultivat- 
ing when the surface is dry. Listing 
is useful if drifting is serious, Land 
where drifting is very prevalent 
Should be considered sub-marginal 
and permanently seeded to forage. 

Field shelterbelts have been suc- 
cessful, particularly in light soil areas 
where the sub-soil moisture is at all 
satisfactory. Experience in the field 
shelterbelt associations at Aneroid 
and Conquest, and experiments at 
Indian Head and Swift Current, show 
that crop yields are increased up to 
200 feet or more from the hedge. In 
some cases, the only grain harvested 
was that along the shelterbelt. 

That proper strip farming with | 
trash cover, and any necessary 
emergency controls, “is satisfactory 
has been proved in actual practice 
under very severe conditions, From 
the fall of 1937 through the spring 
of 1938, little more than one section 
drifted on the nine-section farth of 
C. 8. Noble northeast of Lethbridge, 
Alberta. A 9,000 acre block to the 
north and two sections to the south 
completely blew out, the drift from 
this land causing the loss on the 
Noble farm, 

Mr, McKenzie pointed out that this 
example shows drifting can be con-' 
trolled on an individual basis, but to 
obtain greatest success a community- 
wide effort must be made. Organized 
action on a community or municipal 
basis is needed, he added, and should 
be continued year after year. 

Agricultural Representatives will

TOMATOES FOR THE PRAIRIES 


The introduction of good quality 
early fruiting tomato varieties has 
given the prairie gardener one of the 
greatest advances in tomato culture 
in decades, Today most prairie 
growers can be assured of ripe tue 
matoes ffom their own gardens. 

Extensive variety trials conducted 
at the experimental] farm show’ that 
determinate varieties are most suit- 
ewble for the prairie garden. These 
varieties do not require staking or 
pruning and are less subject to wind 
damage than the inderterminate ones. 
So successful have the new determin- 
‘tate varieties been that the staking 
ones may soon be discarded, The 
following varietal notes reported are 
based on fruit from plant set out in 
the garden on June 10 from seed 
sown April 17. 

- Early Chatham—One of the first 
to be accepted it, has been recognized 
as a standard for the determinate var- 
ieties. It matures its first ripe fruit 
hy mid August, The fruit is smooth, 
of good size and quality but the total 
ripe yield is low. ' 

Earlinnorth — Produced in the 
breeding program of the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station it has just re- 
cently been given a name, This var- 
iety is about two weeks earlier tian 
Early Chatham. The fruit is smaller,, 
rougher. and net uniform, However, 
it is-very valuable, producing ripe 
fruit by the first days of August or 
even before. 

Meteor—Is.a product of the breed- 
ing program of the Morden Station, 
It is two to three days earlier than 
Early Chatham, he fruit is slightly

The three new varieties Earlinorth, 
Meteor and Mustang have own such 
great promise that we recommend 
them to every prairie gardener for 
trial. Even earlier, lager fruited to- 
mato varieties may he expected in 
future from the breeding programe 


underway on experimental farms. 7
